India Prime Minister To Attend Suez Canal Conference 


ADLAI CENTER 
OF STORM ON

Chicago (JP)—Adlai E. .Steven- 


son -rode the angry waves of a 
self-created 
storm 
over 
civil 


rights today with some signs that 
his Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation ship might be springing a 
leak. 


Stevenson, ~top contender for the 


nomination at next week's conven- 
tion, hit his Southern supporters 
with something akin to a bolt of 
lightning yesterday.' He called for 
"unequivocal approval" 
in the 


party's platform of the Supreme 
Court decision outlawing racial 
segregation in public schools. 


Dismayed Southerners hurried- 


ly huddled under the leadership 
of (Gov. James P. Coleman of Mis- 
sissippi. 
Coleman last 
month 


headed a preconvention caucus of 
Dixie Democrats concerned prim- 
arily with keeping the party from 
endorsing the court's opinion. 


After three hours of discussion 


behind 
closed 
doors, -Coleman" 


came up with this verdict: 


The Southerners don't like Ste- 


venson's stand but "as of this 
date" he remains the active can- 
didate most acceptable io the 
South. 


Coleman added later, however, 


that "the whole situation will 
have to be reappraised in the light 
of the developments and the action 
of the Platform Committee." 


This seemed to hold out the 


threat that--if-no compromise is 
reached .within the Platform Com- 
mittee, some of the Southerners 
might walk out of the convention. 
Any such move would enhance the

Milo A. Ribishaw, Jr., is in the Titusville Hospital today suffering 


from a gunshot wound in the thigh. His 40-year-old mother is recover- 
ing from cuts on the head and his 62-year-old father is being brought 
to the Warren county sheriff's office for questioning as a result of a~ 
fracas at their home in Southwest township last evening when a con- 
stable called at the home to take the younger man into custody on 
three warrants. 


The difficulties for the Robishaw family started on their Warren 


County farm a few miles east of Titusville when Constable Mantford 
Vroman sought to arrest young Robishaw on two charges of passing 
bad checks and one of larceny.

Vroman-said he had Robishaw by the arms when the youth broke 


«away and ran toward his home. 


The officer 
said he 
thought 


Robishaw was going inside for. a 
gun and that he pulled his .38 
caliber pistol from his pocket and 
shot him in the thigh. Then, Vro- 
man said, Robishaw's mother at- 
tacked ham three times and he hit 
her on the head with his pistol. 


About this time, Vroman said, 


Milo A. Robishaw grappled with 
him. 
The elder Robishaw 
was 


quickly subdued and carted off to 
jail on an open charge while his 
wife and son went to the hospital. 
Mrs. Robishaw, mother of 13 chil- 
dren, was released after 
treat- 


ment.

Chicago (^)—Chicago's mount- j 


ing polio outbreak—now 609 cases 
and 13 deaths—today 
appeared 


heading toward the halfway mark 
of a full-scale epidemic. 


Clinics and hospitals, wary of 


the mid-August and 
September 


peak polio season, 
stepped 
up 


their program of inoculating thou- 
sands of Chicago children with 
Salk antipolio vaccine. 


The U. 'S. Public Health Service, 


on the basis of the city's nearly 
four million population, has set 
1,330 cases as the number mark- 
ing an epidemic. 


The 1956 polio surge in Chicago 


—the nation's highest—is 
more 


than 3% times greater, than a cor- 
responding period in 1952 when 
the previous high was set with 170 
cases and li deaths. 
The total 


number of cases in 1952 was 1,203. 


This year's outbreak exceeds by 


more than ^7% times the 80 cases 
and three deaths reported for the 
same ..period 'a year ago.

At this point, according to the 


constable, Mrs. Robishaw broke in 
and told her son he did not have 
to go.

Political Sabotage 
Blamed for Blast 
Killing Over 700 


Call, Colombia, (JP)—Hundreds 


of persons were reported killed in 
tremendous explosions and fires 
erupting from 
seven dynamite 


trucks parked in the heart of Cali. 


The first high official report 


called it pqlitical sabotage. 


Latest unofficial estimates put 


the total dead at about 700. But 
many others among the hundreds 
of injured were not expected to 
live, and rescue workers digging 
through the shattered blast area 
continued to uncover additional 
victims. 


It was feared the death toll 


might exceed 1,000 when an accur- 
ate compiliation could be made. • 


Officials said employes of U. S. 


firms probably were among the in- 
jured. 


President Gustavo Rojas Pinilla 


blamed political sabotage for the 
explosion early, yesterday, which 
virtually leveled an eight-block 
area.and was felt for 20 miles. 


The sev.en trucks had parked for 


the night Monday in a densely 
populated area of slums, ware- 
houses, hotels, stores and factories 
in the center of this city of about 
285,000 persons. They were part 
of a 10-vehicle convoy which had 
left the port of Buenaventura Mon- 
day with .explosives to be delivered 
to the Public Works Ministry in 
Bogota. The drivers of the seven 
vehicles decided to spend the night 
here, sleeping in the cabs of the 
trucks. 
. The spot where the trucks were 
parked" was scooped into a large 
crater by the force of the explo- 
sion. 
Buildings as far as 12 


blocks 'from the blast center were 
'damaged extensively. 


Large-scale 
relief 
operations 


were in full swing. 


Ten-Months-Long Strike 


At W. E. Plant Ends 


Philadelphia (-S^i—A 10-month- 


long strike that idled the subur- 
ban Lester steam turbine plant of 
the Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
ended early today when the union 
membership voted 4-1 to accept a 
5 year contract negotiated on Mon- 
day.- 


The strike—longest of its size 


in Philadelphia's labor history—' 
lasted 299 days and involved 6,000 
employes. The vote was 2,167 for 
and 539 against the proposed con- 
tract with 31 ballots voided.

Leader Seeking To 
Have Disaster Aid 
For Flooded Area 


Harrisburg (^P) — Gov. Leader 


today awaited word from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on whether sec- 
tions of southwestern Pennsylva- 
nia damaged by flood waters last 
Sunday and Monday will be de- 
clared major disaster areas. 


The governor sent a telegram 


to Eisenhower yesterday asking 
that the area be placed-in the dis- 
aster class and thereby make it 
eligible for federal aid. 


Meanwhile, the Employment Se- 


curity Bureau sent a team to the 
area along rivers and streams in 
the Monongahela River Basin to 
study the possibility of granting 
jobless benefits immediately to 
those thrown out of work by flood 
damage, to plants.

Allegheny National Forest reports 
that total receipts from 
timber 


sales and land uses on the nation- 
al forest

approximately 


$300,000 in fiscal year, 1956. 


These gross returns represented 


an increase of about $87,000 over 
the previous fiscal year. This in- 
crease has been consistent year by 
year and reflects continuing im- 
provement in the 
condition and 


quality of the forest lands within 
the National Forest. Over 90% of 
these receipts came from the sale 
of forest products—sawlogs and 
pulpwood.

I journeyed via Volkswagen to a 
large farm in Northern Holland 
for a day. We took the long way 
aiouncl in order to make several 
interesting stops. 
The first was 


the town, of Kampen, 
one-half 


hour's drive from Apeldoorn. We 
saw the River Ysel through the 
arch of the ancient town 
gate. 


Then we toured a home of the 16th 
century which is now used as a 
library with three floors of books 
and reading rooms. Crossing the 
street we saw the inside of the 
15th century town hall still in use 
for court trials. Also learned that 
in or near Kampen a man named 
Adrian van Kamp waa 
born 
in 


1752 and this man, who later be- 
came judge in Ulster County, New 
York. U. S. A., onginally planned 
the Erie canal water route! Small 
world, isn't it? 


On our way again we were soon 


driving through 
the 
Northeast 


polder which was part of the North 
Sea only a few years ago and is 
of course below- 
sea level 
This 


polder was the prettiest part of 
Holland that I've yet seen—flat 
farmland with fields of green flax 
stretching out beside fields of ripe 
wheat or fields of white poppies 
in bloom. Far in the distance at 
the edge of the fields 
could 
be 


seen single rows of trees against 
the horizon and animals grazed 
near the farm buildings of large 
houses attached to larger barns, 
scattered along the highway. 


Weather 
was 
gorgeous 
with 


sunny, blue skies and I found this 
neat agricultural district much to 
the 
liking 
of my 
farmerette's 


heart' 
Before reaching our des- 


tination we drove through the city 
of Gronmgen, 140,000 population, 
which is the principal town of its 
province, also called 
Groningen 


There is a Dutch-American group 
similar to our Apeldoorn one stay- 
ing in the general area of Gron- 
ingen so we" stopped 
]ust 
long 


enough to say hello to the leader, 
Wil Petty, of Washington, D. C 
Then we hurried 
out about 
30 


miles to spend the afternoon with 
the Dutch farm family, friends of 
Para's Dutch family. 


The 150 acre farm, good sized 


here, produced crops for indus- 
trial use. 


Main crop was flax which onlv 


blooms in the morning 
and the 


flax was not yet cut. After it is 
ripe it is stored in the barn to cure 
for the winter, then it's sold in. the 
spring to be made into fibers first 
and finally into line. Other crops 
were winter wheat 
which 
was 


shocked in very straight 
rows; 


green summer wheat; green oats; 
and linseed, used for its oil. This 
particular farm had 
four 
milk 


cows of a special Groningen breed 
for family use and 
during 
the 


summer months these cows are 
hand-milked twice a day right in 
the pasture. Also in the pasture 
were 10 yearling 
heifers which 


were Holstem-Freisians. 


After a delicious _supper we re- 


turned to Apeldoorn, often driving 
beside canals with city lights re- 
flected therein and an occasional 
boat chugging on its way.

PAYING FOR THE STEEL PRICE HIKE 


"Just who is going to pay for the steel wage price 


hike?" asks Sam Dawson, in a feature article written 
for the Associated Press. "Steel company stockhold- 
ers, manufacturers of products containing steel, mer- 
chants and dealers in cars and appliances, or you, the 
ultimate buyer?" He explains it this way: 


All may bear a share of the higher costs. The 


greatest squeeze perhaps could be on the merchant 
or dealer who has to coax a consumer who knows that 
supplies are ample and bargains to be found and 
whose own paycheck may not have gone up at all. 


In the oil fields, for example, they know today 


they'll have to pay more for pipe. It's in short supply 
and oil drillers can't help themselves. The cost of 
finding oil is going up. But this doesn't mean neces- 
sarily that your service station is going to raise the 


- price of gasoline. There's too much of it around, too • 
much oil available and being held back at the well. 


Last week the United Steelworkers signed a three- 


* year contract which officials of U. S. Steel appraised 


as raising their operating costs in the first year by $10 
a ton. 


This week U. S. Steel dropped the other shoe. It 


advanced prices of its products by various amounts 
for an average, it said, of $8.50 a ton. 


On the face of it this would seem,' by lowering 


the profit margin, to put the company in the position 
of making up the difference in reduced earnings. But 
the company may be expecting to get back some of 
this $1.50 by increased productivity and use of more 
efficient new plants. 
^ Those who plan to build stores, factories, office 
buildings, bridges or schools have little choice but to 
raise their cost estimates. Higher construction costs 
could deter some building but there is no early sign 
of that. 


Manufacturers using steel in their products prob- 


ably will pay the high prices without much quibbling. 
Some may absorb part of the higher material costs, 
but many contend they can't absorb any more and 
must pass them along in higher tags on their own 
products. If they can, and their competitors don't 
undersell them and capture the market, their profit 
margins should continue Comfortable. 


This then would leave it right up to the merchants 


and dealers — and it's their profits that may be 
squeezed the most at first.

As we all suffer from selfishness in some 'degree, we need never 


wallow in guilt when we confess it to a child. Such wallowing is 
just as egotistical as refusing to admit the fault at all. 


The value of quiet confession is described by famed European 


psychoanalyst Viktor E. Frankl in his book "The Doctor and the 
Soul" by these v.-ords: "In repenting, man may inwardly break 
with an act; and in living out.this repentance, the inner act, he can 
undo the outer act on a spiritual, moral plane."

This assistance is 
given to families and small busi- 
nesses that aie unable to recover 
with their available resources from 
the affects of disaster. Miss Mar- 
garet Bauer, area field representa- 
tive of Red Cross has been at the 
Warren Chapter House assisting 


personnel in receiving these appli- 
cations and processing them ac- 
cording to Red Cross procedure. 


In addition to supplying coffee 


and food to volunteer workers 
during the floods of the past two 
weeks.
